THE DEVIL’S SOUL MARKET 


When you trade with Satan you 
always think you are getting a 
bargain, but when you in- 
voice your goods are 
worthless. 


“Ye have sold yourselves for 
naught,” Isa. 52:3. 

A human soul is the most valued 
thing of God’s creation. When Christ 
undertook to value it, He placed the 
valuation above the whole world, say- 
ing if a man should gain the whole 
world and lose his own soul, what 
would it profit him? 

In the garden of Eden the devil 
opened up a soul-buying market and 
bought the first soul for nothing, and 
he has continued to buy men’s souls 
for naught, as stated in the text. The 
devil’s business of buying souls has 
grown to be the biggest business of 
all the world, and from its beginning 
he has never closed his doors or been 
affected by a business slump or de- 
pression. He never wants for a custo- 
mer; men are always found ready to 
consider his propositions. 

He offers the Christian what ap- 
pears to be very attractive prices and 
deceives many of them into selling out 
to him. He knows every crook and 
trick in this business. He has succeed- 
ed in buying out kings, prophets, and 
preachers, and went far enough to 
bid on the soul of Jesus Christ. When 
Christ was hungry from long days of 
fasting, the devil offered Him bread. 
He knew the weak point and struck 
with the most powerful weapon he 
had. Failing to buy the Lord with 
bread, he tried the next weapon. 
Knowing that Christ came into the 
world seeking a kingdom, the devil 
took Him up into a high mountain and 
offered him all the kingdoms of the 
world and their glories. 

Before Adam and Eve went on the 
slave market they had _ everything 
they needed—a beautiful home in the 
midst of the garden of Eden, plenty 
to eat, and clothes that would never 
fade as long as they were untouched 
by sin. Their most valued treasure was 
their peace and fellowship with God. 
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The devil did not come to them in 
the form of a roaring lion, but rather 
in the form of the most subtle beast 
of the field. His words were pleasant 
and powerful. He offered knowledge 
and guaranteed life. His lies were half 
truth, and he made his promises seem 
so sure. 

The woman was the first to accept 
the enemy’s proposition, but in that 
she was no more to blame than Adam. 
They both were free moral agents to 
make choice and decisions in life for 
themselves. They both listened to his 
cunning words and attractive offers, 
sold out and lost. They lost their home, 
were driven from the garden. They 
lost their clothing, which must have 
been a suit of glory, and they were 
found naked. They lost their job of 
dressing and keeping the beautiful 
garden, and went out in sorrow to 
earn their living by the sweat of the 
face, cultivating a cursed earth. 

If you want a piciure of someone 
who has been trading with Satan, look 
at Adam, naked and without God, la- 
boring and wiping the sweat from his 
face as he fights the thorns and this- 
tles that he might earn bread. The 
poor backslidden man, one time with 
all that heart might wish for, but now 
a slave to Satan, and damned in sin, 
and the truth of the text proved that 
they received nothing and lost every- 
thing. 

When God sent Saul, king of Israel, 
to destroy all the Amalekites, both 
man and beast, the devil came down 
to place a bid for the soul of King 
Saul. As usual, he bought the king 
with property that did not belong to 
him. The devil suggested to Saul that 
he keep Agag, the king of the Amale- 
kites, alive and not destroy him. Then 
he showed him the fine, fat flocks and 
herds, and the folly of destroying 
them. God had said destroy every man 
and beast, but we can imagine how 
the devil showed him the great waste 
of slaughtering all those fine, fat 
oxen and sheep, suggesting that even 
God delights Himself in the sacrifices 
and offerings of the best of oxen and 
sheep, and why not take the best and 
worship God? You can see here the 


enemy’s method of attacking God’s 
people. He does not care how much 
you worship God, as long as you will 
obey him. 

Now let us consider what King Saul 
lost in this deal with Satan. He, like 
others who have been caught in the 
snare, was promised attractive prices 
and received nothing. All those bleat- 
ing sheep and lowing oxen never went 
into King Saul’s pens. Not only did 
he fail to receive, but lost what he al- 
ready had. Samuel, his friend and 
spiritual adviser, turned against him. 
The king stood forsaken by both man 
and God, and the devil who bought 
him out was not his friend but led him 
into a death trap. The last picture we 
have of the king, he is defeated in 
battle and dying a suicide at the point 
of his own sword. Such is often the 
fate of those who trade with Satan. 

Now let us consider Ananias and 
his wife who traded with Satan. They 
were among the disciples who sold 
their possessions and laid the money 
down at the feet of the apostles to be 
distributed among the poor. The Bible 
is silent on the amount they received 
for the possession, but when they got 
the money in their own hands the 
devil took advantage and succeeded in 
buying them out with their own. The 
devil told Ananias that a part of the 
money would do just as well. That is 
what he tells a lot of people about 
their tithes. A tithe is a ten per cent, 
but the devil would tell you that half 
that amount is enough. Ten per cent 
is too much to put into the treasury of 
the Lord. And by this argument he has 
bought out many church members. 
While the people were bringing in 
their offerings, Ananias, who had con- 
tracted with Satan, walked up and 
laid down a part of the price of that 
which he had promised God. The pen- 
alty for his sin was immediate death 
and hell to follow. He, therefore, fell 
at the apostles’ feet and died. After 
a while Sapphira, his wife, not know- 
ing her husband’s fate, came in also 
and laid down a part of the price, and 
she likewise fell dead at the feet of 
the apostles and went out into etern-

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Thanksgiving for Soul Benefits

Psalms 103:2, “Bless the Lord, O my 
soul, and forget not all his benefits.” 

On that memorable day, November 
26, in the year of 1621, when Governor 
Bradford gathered with the band of 
settlers and Indian Braves, to indulge 
in a time of prayer, praise, preaching, 
and thanksgiving, their minds were 
turned in retrospect to the past 
months. It had not all been times of 
plenty, for there were days of scarcity 
of food and clothing. Their days were 
not always happy, for death visited 
them often, and forty of the original 
colony were now lying beneath the 
sod. It was true that their lot was 
somewhat bitter, but now the outlook 
is brighter, and lest they think over- 
much of the past hardships, the gov- 
ernor had set aside this day to give 
thanks to a generous Creator for the 
blessings of life. This day was a day 
to rejoice in the good, not to grumble 
about the bad. This was a day to re- 
joice and recount the rendered ben- 
efits, and to praise God from whom all 
blessings flow. 


This psalm from which the text is 
taken resounds with blessings and 
thanksgivings to a gracious God who 
has rendered much to man. David 
proclaims that we should not forget 
His benefits, and even in the stress of 
war, the grief over the loss of loved 
ones dear to our hearts, there is yet 
that principle within us that rings out 
to God, from deep within, the praises 
and thanks for His mighty goodness 
to the children of men. 


Notice the giver of thanks, “My 
soul,” the immortal person who taber- 
nacles within this body of clay. All of 
the faculties, all of the powers within 
me are called upon to magnify God 
for His benefits. For of such magni- 
tude and such exceeding glory are 
they that the lips fail to form; the 
vocabulary is inadequate to express 
proper gratitude; for the heart, the 
soul, all the powers within, are called 
upon to render unto God the thanks 
due Him. When David recounted the 
past benefits of God, in number, in 
quality, and variety, his lips failed 
to form the words that he felt were 
necessary to praise our Creator. When 
he began to summon the poetic power, 
for which he is famous, to express this 
thanksgiving, he found that he was 
at a loss to put into expression that 
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which he felt would correctly praise 
God; so in his helplessness he threw 
up his arms toward heaven, opened 
his mouth, and cried out from deep 
within—SOUL! Bless the Lord! SOUL 
—‘“forget not all his benefits. All that 
is within me, bless his holy name.” 
NOTICE THE CAUTION: “FORGET 


‘NOT ALL HIS BENEFITS.” 


There is, in this day of hurry, rush, 
and unrest, a possibility of forgetting 
all the benefits of God. I fear that 
sometimes the commercial angle of 
things are so promoted by advertisers 
that the real reason for thanksgiving 
is largely lost. There is a quotation 
that I wish to call to your attention: 
“Thanksgiving Day, I fear, if one the 
solemn truth must touch, is celebrated 
not so much to thank the Lord for 
blessings o’er, as for the sake of get- 
ting more.”—Will Carleton. 

The possibility of forgetting the ben- 
efits of God is very likely in selfish- 
ness. We become selfish in our pos- 
sessions, and only share them for the 
sake of obtaining more. We become 
engrossed in our own interests; we 
pray for ourselves more than for the 
sake of others; our welfare is consid- 
ered before the needs of others are 
impressed upon our consciousness; 
we become interested in the receiving 
end of the line, forgetting that the 
Bible tells us that it is more blessed 
to give than to receive. 

We forget the benefits of God by 
leaving God out of things. The rich 
fool of whom Christ tells us forgot the 
benefits of God because he left God 
out of his reasonings. He reasons 
thus: “My crops, my goods, my fruits, 
my barns,” and, “I have plenty.” In 
all these blessings he forgot that God 
was the Giver of all good gifts, and 
became unthankful, unholy, and died 
without God. May we ever recognize 
God in all that we do and forget not 
His benefits. 

We may forget the benefits of God 
by failing to seek first the kingdom of 
God and His righteousness. This we 
are admonished to do and all these 
things will be added to us. For in 
seeking our own we lose sight of eter- 
nal things. We see only what WE do, 
what WE have, our aims, earthly 
things. Our eyes become so accustomed 
to looking to the earth that they can- 
not be cast heavenward. We lose sight 


of God, of heaven, of the heavenlies, 
from whence come all the blessings 
of God, and forget to thank our God 
who sends rain on the just and on 
the unjust, who causes the plants to 
grow, who gives physical strength for 
labor, gives the breath of life we 
breathe. No wonder David said, “For- 
get not all his benefits.” 
THE BENEFITS OF THE SOUL 
FOR WHICH THANKSGIVING 
IS OFFERED 

When the Psalmist said, “Bless the 
Lord, O my soul, and forget not all his 
benefits,” it is reasonable to suppose 
that the benefits to be remembered 
are ‘soul benefits,’ since it is the soul 
that is rendering the thanks. In fact, 
the next few verses of the psalm bear 
out this thought. 

The benefits for which thanksgiving 
is offered first of all is: The forgive- 
ness of iniquities. Verse 3. What 
glorious praises fill our soul when we 
think of the cleansing power of the 
blood that washed us. The crimes of 
a past life are not chargeable to us 
any more, for His blood has made the 
record clear. The nefarious breaches 
of His divine commandments which 
we so lightly regarded as of no conse- 
quence, these overwhelmed us with the 
magnitude of the sentence of the law 
when we faced God, yet the Lamb of 
God bore in His body the consequence 
of the broken law that we might be 
FREE. My soul cries out its volun- 
tary thanksgiving for these benefits 
—the forgiveness of iniquity. 

THE REDEMPTION OF LIFE FROM 
DESTRUCTION is another of these 
benefits that is included in thanks- 
giving. We had sold our lives for de- 
struction. In carelessness they had 
been wasted. We had gone astray from 
God and was lost in the cold moun- 
tain of sin and ungodliness. We had 
wandered into paths of danger. The 
pitfalls of sin were surrounding us, 
and beneath us was the sinking sands 
of sin and despair. David said, “But 
as for me, my feet were almost gone; 
my steps had well nigh slipped.” Al- 
most in despair were we lost, not only 
now but eternally, but, for the hand 
of God who reached down to us and 
brought us out of the sinking sand, 
out of the pits of hell. “He brought me 
up also out of an horrible pit, out of 
the miry clay . . .” He picked us up 
out of destruction and placed within 
our souls the pure breath of heaven, 
let flow into us the life from above, 
and redeemed us. Bless the Lord, O

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Eternal Security Without Obedience Scripturally Refuted 


Let us consider the principal pas- 
sages of Scripture used to support the 
above theory. In St. John 10:28 we 
read, concerning CHRIST’S SHEEP, 
“And 1 give unto them eternal life; 
and they shall never perish, neither 
shall any man pluck them out. of my 
hand.” In verse 27, He says, “My sheep 
hear my voice, and I know them, and 
they follow me.” So, CHRIST’S SHEEP 
are those who hear His voice and fol- 
low Him, not otherwise. Then St. John 
10:28, means, “Those who hear my 
voice and follow me shall never perish, 
neither shall any man pluck them out 
of my hand.” Therefore, as long as we 
hear His voice and follow Him, we are 
safe and secure. There is no promise 
here for those who cease to hear and 
follow. 

The entire 10th chapter of St. John 
is designed to teach that we are safe 
and secure only as we stay in Christ’s 
fold, under His protecting care. The 
10th chapter teaches just the opposite 
to what is inferred by those who teach 
ONCE IN GRACE, ALWAYS IN 
GRACE. 

Another point they use is, A SHEEP 
IS ALWAYS A SHEEP AND CANNOT 
BE ANYTHING ELSE. It is impossible 
to change a sheep into a goat. If we 
are once God’s sheep, we are always 
His sheep. The Bible teaches, however, 
that if we stray away from God’s fold 
we are LOST SHEEP. Luke 15:6. It is 
carrying the figure of speech too far 
to say that a sheep cannot be changed 
into a goat. It is just as true that a 
goat cannot be changed into a sheep. 
It is just as easy for a sheep to be 
changed into a goat, as it is for a goat 
to be changed into a sheep. If the 
devil’s goats can become God’s sheep, 
it is possible for God’s sheep to become 
the devil’s goats. 

Another theory (not scripture) used 
is that no matter how bad a child may 
become, it is always a child of its 
father, and those who are once chil- 
dren of God must remain His children 
no matter how great SINNERS THEY 
MAY BECOME. We ought to thank 
God that this reasoning is false, be- 
cause if it were true we would all be 
the children of the devil yet, for by 
nature we were the children of wrath, 
Eph. 2:3. David said, Psalms 51:5, “Be- 
hold I was shapen in iniquity, and in 
sin did my mother conceive me.” Also 
Job 14:4. 
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No person becomes a son of God in 
the same sense that Jesus did. Jesus is 
the only begotten SON OF GOD. We 
are merely adopted sons (Rom. 8:15; 
9:4; Gal. 4:5; Eph. 1:5). We are 
reckoned as born sons in a limited 
sense. We may commit sin, be cut off 
from God, and lose our sonship, just 
as Adam lost his relationship with 
God. Isa. 59:2; Eph 2:1-9, 1 John 3:8. 
Therefore, if sin does not separate a 
child of God from God, then it does 
not separate a sinner from God. 

We are the branch and have life 
only as we abide in the Vine. “This is 
the record, that God hath given to us 
eternal life, and this life is in His Son. 
He that hath the Son hath life; and 
he that hath not the Son hath not 
life.’ See 1 John 5:11-13, 20. This 
eternal life is in God’s Son, and we 
only have life as we abide in Him. 

They further say, “Those who are 
born of God cannot be unborn.” This 
is based on a misunderstanding of 
what the new birth (or regeneration) 
really is. 

They fail to realize that this is a 
spiritual work. In John 3:5 Jesus said, 
“Except a man be born of water (word, 
Eph. 5:26) and of the Spirit, he can- 
not enter the kingdom of God.” It is 
just as easy to become unborn as it is 
to become born. In 1 John 1:7 we read, 
“If we walk in the light, as he is in the 
light, we have fellowship one with 
another, and the blood of Jesus Christ 
his Son cleanseth us from all sin.” 
When you cease WALKING, the blood 
ceases to CLEANSE. 

Another argument used to prove 
that the person once saved can never 
be lost, is the fact that the Scripture 
teaches that the believer has ETER- 
NAL LIFE (OR EVERLASTING LIFE). 
Some will say, “If he has everlasting 
life now, how can he be lost?” The 
simple reply is, “By losing the eternal 
life he has.” Adam and Eve had eter- 
nal life before the fall, and lost it. 
Gen. 2:17. For instance, it is claimed 
that matter is indestructible and must 
exist in some form or other. If this is 
true, and I have in my hand a dia- 
mond, then the matter in the diamond 
is indestructible, and I hold in my 
hand some eternal matter. If I throw 
the diamond away, I no longer have 
the eternal matter in my hand; if I 
pick up the diamond again, I again 
have the eternal matter in my hand. 


. 


So a person may have eternal life and 
through sin lose it. 

The Bible records many examples of 
people who once had an experience 
with God and lost it; who were once 
in grace and died without mercy. Mil- 
lions of fallen creatures have never 
regained a standing in grace, not only 
human beings, but Lucifer and many 
other pure and trusted angels of God 
who are specifically called SONS OF 
GOD. Job 1:6; 2:1; 38:7. These fell 
from original SINLESSNESS and from 
the favor of God and will be damned 
forever, Isa. 14:12-14; Ezek. 28:11-17; 
Matt. 25:41-46; 2 Peter 2:4; Jude 6, 7; 
Rev. 20:10. These certainly had God’s 
favor at one time (or once in grace), 
and lost it. The Bible reveals from the 
beginning to the end examples of peo- 
ple who were once in grace and lost 
it. We shall briefly mention a few. 

Adam and Eve were in God’s favor, 
spiritually, at one time, and had eter- 
nal life, and lost it through sin. Gen. 
2:17; Romans 5:12. 

Aaron, the great high priest of Is- 
rael, certainly was in God’s favor but 
lost that favor through sin. He and all 
Israel would have been cut off in their 
sin had not Moses interceded for 
them. Exod. 32; Deut. 9:20. 

Nadab and Abihu were priests of 
God and were destroyed by offering 
strange fire on the altar. Lev. 10:1-4; 
Numbers 3:4. 

Korah, Dathan, and Abiram, God’s 
priests, as well as two hundred and 
fifty of their chief princes in Israel, 
were destroyed in their sin after being 
in God’s favor (or grace). Num. 16. 

The ten spies and Baalim were 
cursed and perished, who were once in 
God’s favor. Numbers 14:37; Joshua 
7; 1 Cor. 10:1-15; Heb. 2:2; 2 Peter 
2:15, 16. 

All the old generation of Israel lost 
God’s favor and perished in the wil- 
derness. Numbers 14:30-35; Heb. 2:2; 
3:7-19; 4:1-13; Jude 5. 

Now for a few New Testament ex- 


amples. 
Judas, Ananias, Sapphira, Demas, 
Hymenaus, Alexander, Acts 1:21; 


5:1-11; 1 Tim. 1:20; 2 Tim. 4:10. Judas 
is an outstanding example of a fall 
from grace. In Psalms 41:9 he is re- 
corded as a familiar friend of Christ, 
in whom Christ trusted; a chosen dis- 
ciple and sent forth to preach, heal, 
cast out devils; a genuine Christian 
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disciple and empowered for service. 
Matt. 10:1-21; Mark 6:7-13. Some say 
he was always a devil. To say that you 
would have to say that Christ chose a 
devil and ordained and gave him 
power. Christ never chooses devils or 
unregenerated men todo His work. 
Judas became a devil (or adversary). 
John 6:70. We read that after the sop 
Satan entered into him, John 13:27. 
In Acts 1:25, he by transgression fell 
and was sorry afterwards; Matt. 
27:3-5, he died and went to hell. We 
see that he fell from grace, so there- 
fore it is possible for others to fall. 
Christ acknowledged that he had lost 
Judas, John 17:12. He could not have 
lost him if He had not previously had 
him. We shall not take the space for 
many other examples, but will give 
the following passages of scripture, 
which is abundant proof that a person 
may receive God’s blessings through 
grace and later be cut off without 
remedy because of sin. 

“For if AFTER they have ESCAPED 
the pollutions of the world THROUGH 
THE KNOWLEDGE OF THE LORD 
AND SAVIOUR JESUS CHRIST, they 
are again entangled therein, and over- 
come, the latter end is worse with 
them than the beginning, for it had 
been better for them not to have 
known the way of righteousness, than, 
after they have known it, to turn from 
the holy commandment delivered unto 
them,” 2 Peter 2:20, 21. 

“He that despised Moses’ law died 
without mercy under two or three 
witnesses: OF HOW MUCH SORER 
PUNISHMENT, supposé ye, shall he 
be thought WORTHY, who hath trod- 
den under foot the Son of God, and 
hath counted the blood of the cove- 
nant, wherewith he WAS SANCTI- 
FIED, an unholy thing, and hath done 
despite unto the Spirit of grace?” Heb. 
10:28, 29. 

“He that endureth TO THE END 
shall be saved,” Matt. 10:22. These are 
words of Christ Himself. See 1 Sam. 
15:11-26; 1 Kings 11:1-13; Ezek. 3:17- 
21; 33:7-16; Jer. 3:6-22; Hos. 4:16; 
11:7; Matt. 7:21-27; 10:22; Heb. 3:6- 
14; Gal. 5:4; Heb. 4:11; 5:9; 6:4-6; 
Rev. 2:5; 3:2, 5; 22:19. 

It can easily be seen from the above 
scriptures that a person can fall from 
grace and be lost. No wonder there is 
such looseness among God’s people 
today, when churches are more pes- 
tered than pastored, where there is 
more fleecing than feeding, by per- 
verted and powerless preachers who

Yes, we have an emergency call for 
help from India. 

I wrote Brother Cook recently that 
we were hoping to have some mission- 
aries ready to come to help him when 
war conditions would permit. In his 
answer he said, “We are glad to know 
that some are hoping to come out here 
to help in the work for we surely need 
reinforcements at once.” 

Brother and Sister Cook have been 
writing for sometime about the need 
of help with the work there. There 
are several thousand Christians and 
many scores of native workers to look 
after, besides the millions who do not 
know Christ and have not even heard 
His name in the southern part of In- 
dia where our work is located. For all 
of this we have only Brother and Sis- 
ter Cook, who are now growing older 
than they used to be, and their son, 
George, who has spent almost twenty 
years in India without a furlough. His 
health is now beginning to break un- 
der the terrible strain and the heat of 
that country. 

Their daughter, Blossom, who used 
to be a great help to them, has mar- 
ried a British soldier and is located 
nearly 200 miles away from them now, 
but we are trusting that after the war 
Blossom and her husband will be giv- 
ing their full time again to helping in 
the work there. 

We show here a picture of the Pira- 
von Church in North Travancore 
which was built by the Greenville 
Church of God, Greenville, South 
Carolina. Many other buildings are 
needed at this time but the greatest 
need is for helpers who are qualified 
to help look after the work and help 
direct the native workers. 

‘I wonder if you, dear reader, have 
heard the call, “Come over into India 
and help us’? You have, of course, 
heard all of your life the stories of the 
hideous crimes, the gross ignorance 
and darkness, the terrible supersti- 
tion with which these people are 
bound, or the pitiful plight of. child 
widows and the sacrificing of children 
to appease the wrath of the devil, but 
the strongest plea that I know to 
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make is that Jesus, my Lord and Sav- 
ior who came from His home in Glory 
and suffered and died on Calvary’s 
hill to redeem a world that was lost 
in darkness, is depending on you and 
me to carry out His command, “Go ye 
into all the world and preach the gos- 
pel to every creature.” There is only 
one thing that will break the bands of 
poverty, superstition, darkness, and 
sufferings of India, and that is to 
preach Christ to them.

NATIONAL BIBLE READING FROM 
THANKSGIVING TO CHRISTMAS 





A Soldier Reads His Bible 
the church that cold, windy Sunday 


The Bible has been one of the great 
morale builders of the war. This ob- 
servation is based on the personal tes- 
timony of fighting men and chaplains, 
received unsolicited by the American 
Bible Society which has distributed 
the Scriptures without charge to 
American service men in every war 
since the Mexican War of 1846-1848. 

The water-soaked pocket Testament, 
from which Sergeant John F. Bartek 
read aloud daily to Captain Eddie 
Rickenbacker and the other survivors 
of a wrecked plane, while they were 
helplessly adrift in the Pacific for 
three terrible weeks, is now in the pos- 
session of the Freehold, New Jersey, 
Library. Today every life raft and life- 
boat of the United States Navy and 
Merchant Marine carries a New Tes- 
tament in a waterproof packet along 
with its life-saving equipment. 

War correspondents reported that 
as our men moved across the Channel 
towards the French coast on D-Day, 
many a soldier read his pocket Bible 
and found courage in its pages. 

Men’s ingenuity has advised strange 
ways to bring the Word of God to 
those in combat areas. One soldier in 
a letter to the Chief of Chaplains 
wrote: 

“We were under artillery fire and a 
church assembly was out of the ques- 
tion. But being quite a determined 
man, the Chaplain solved this by send- 
ing a message together with several 
Testaments to the various foxholes. 
The message requested us to read sev- 
eral verses in the Testament, then 
pass the note and the book on to the 
next foxhole. We didn’t go to church; 
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came to us. In view of what lay in 
store for us the next week, I appreci- 
ate now those few verses from the 
Scriptures.” 

This year, United States Chaplains 
have asked the American Bible So- 
ciety for 400,000 full Bibles. These are 
not given out indiscriminately. Every 
man who wants one must ask his 
Chaplain for it. Besides complete Bi- 
bles, 1,800,000 Testaments and 1,500,000 
Scripture portions are the estimated 
needs for the armed forces for the 
year. 

The Society doesn’t quail at such an 
order. It’s used to it. It now prints and 
distributes Bibles in nearly 200 lan- 
guages and dialects for the people of 
more than 40 countries. Prisoners of 
war in Axis camps and our Own are 
supplied with Bibles and Testaments 
in 40 languages. Since July 1, 1940, six 
million Bibles, Testaments and Gos- 
pels have been distributed to the 
armed forces. 

Many a service man who never 
looked at a Bible in peace time now 
cherishes his pocket edition as a prize 
possession along with snapshots of his 
family and his girl. A marine, 4000 
miles from home, wrote his mother 
about his feelings after he’d read the 
New Testament for the first time. 

“A while ago — a chaplain, swell 
guy, just like one of us, gave me a New 
Testament ... been reading the first 
book, Matthew, great stuff . . . Guess, 
if you come right down to brass tacks, 
this is what really matters in life; this 
is what we ought to be fighting for, 
this way of living.” 





Chaplain G. W. Friedrich of the 
Navy, stationed near the Arctic Circle, 
described how the men read their Tes- 
taments “at their bunks, aboard ship 
and on the train.” A 19-year-old lad in 
the Canadian Air Force, shot down 
somewhere over Germany, and in- 
terned at Stalag IV, received a Bible 
from the Geneva offices of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society, and became so in- 
terested that he started an informal 
Bible class. 

Captain Charles R. Showalter, of 
Wabash, Indiana, is the pilot of a 
B-24 Liberator bomber in the South 
Pacific. While home on furlough, 
Captain Showalter told a local re- 
porter, “I never went on a mission out 
there (he went on 51) without my 
pocket Bible. I’ve read it eight times, 
I guess. As a matter of fact, religion 
takes on more meaning for all the 
men who are in combat.” 

A naval officer who took part in the 
battle of Kula Bay, describing his ex- 
periences, said: “I went to my room 
and hit the sack for three hours, and 
read my Bible. I read the 23rd and the 
91st Psalms over and over... ‘Thou 
shalt not be afraid for the terror by 
night. A thousand shall fall at thy 
side, and ten thousand at thy right 
hand, but it shall not come nigh 
thee ...’ When I went on deck, I 
saw men thumbing worn pages of 
their little Bibles. Toughened old sea- 
dogs, veterans of many battles and 
many a crap game, were unashamedly 
praying.” 

There are hundreds of recorded sto- 
ries like these, and thousands of simi- 
lar experiences that you'll never read 
about. But there’s proof enough that 
when men face death in battle, the 
Bible is at their side.

Statement by the American Bible 
Society 
Above all the measures of war-time 
and postwar planning—in industry, 
business, education, religion—the su- 
preme need on the part of us all is for 
clearer moral insight, more unyielding 
devotion to truth, a more steadfast 
and farseeing spirit of brotherhood, a 
new determination to be more worthy 
of the great sacrifices that are being 
made in our behalf. No one source of 
inspiration is better able to provide 
for our need than the Bible. 
Through long generations and 
among countless people of many na- 
tions the Bible has done this for those 
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who gave heed to its guidance. It 
has influenced the deep springs of 
our national life. We may well expect 
that if fresh attention be given to it 
now by the American people, there 
will flow into our national life purify- 
ing and tonic streams of moral pur- 
pose and faith that will count tre- 
mendously in the remaining months 
of the war and the perilous years that 
follow. 


November 23 
THE BIBLE AND DURABLE PEACE 
By Cordell Hull, Secretary of State 


The attainment of durable peace is 
still a matter of desire and hope rath- 
er than a reality. One thing is clear. 
Our problems and our difficulties, our 
sense of bafflement and confusion, do 
not spring from any material causes 
nor from an inability to visualize our 
potentialities and our possibilities. The 
roots of our tragic shortcoming lie in 
the realm of the spirit. 

Time and again we find ourselves 
defeated in efforts to improve condi- 
tions within and among nations sole- 
ly because of the spirit which ani- 
mates human relationships. Our most 
earnest endeavors often flounder and 
founder because we fail to find reli- 
able guideposts in the basic sphere of 
relations of man to man. 

Yet such guideposts exist—plainly 
to be seen by those who wish to see 
them, easy to follow by those who 
realize their surpassing worth. They 
are embodied in a book, the Book of 
the Ages, the Holy Bible. That Book is, 
indeed, as Lincoln once said, “The best 
gift which God has ever given to 
man.” It is the revelation of God’s will 
as to the relationship of man to God. 
It is the most complete and satisfying 
compendium of moral and ethical 
principles. Its precepts have withstood 
attack and criticism, derision and 
doubt. They have emerged triumphant 
from the test of centuries as the most 
constructive basis of human relation- 
ships. 

What we need today, above every- 
thing else, is a universal and firm con- 
viction that only if the thought and 
action of every one of us are guided 
by the spirit of the Bible can human- 
ity win through to our ardently desired 
goal of happy and contented life for 
all; that if that spirit is cast aside 
or warped, disaster alone is in store 
for us. There should be engraved in the 
mind of each of us the words of the 
parable with which the Master con- 
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cluded the Sermon on the Mount: 

“Every one therefore that heareth 
these words of mine, and doeth them, 
shall be likened unto a wise man who 
built his house upon the rock: and 
the rain descended, and the floods 
came, and the winds blew and beat 
upon that house; and it fell not; for 
it was founded upon the rock.” 

Humanity desperately needs today 
a moral and spiritual rebirth, a re- 
vitalization of religion. There is no 
sure way to this supreme goal save 
through adherence to the teaching of 
the Bible.
